The Missouri Cyclone- Farlhcr D etails. 
Sed alia (Mo.), April 19th.—Reports reached here 
last night that a tornado struck Monti ose at 3;S0 
p. m. yesterday, destroying tighteen dwellings and 
fopr churches. No lives were lost. A school-house 
four miles east of Montrose was blown down, and 
all the inmates were more or less injured, two litrie 
sons of John Fair it is supposed fatally. One child 


w h s blown across a twenty-sere field and lodged in 
au apple tree uninjured. Two men in an adjacent 
field were blown over a hedge fence ten feet high, 
and both seriously injured. 
The storm is said to have reached as far as Apple­ 
ton City, and blown down houses.

place the hail fell as large as goose eggs. 
At Holden a number of houses were blown down, 
and others badly damaged. 
No lives are reported 
lost. 
THE DEVASTATION AT BROWNSVILLE. 


I n d k p r n d e n c b (Mo.), April 19th- About 4 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon Brownsville, Saline county, was 
almost entirely devastated and laid waste by one of 
the most terrible tornadoes since the one which de­ 
stroyed Richmond, Ray county, June 1,1878. A 
drizzling rain had been falling since noon, and a 
few minute* before the storm struck the town the 
atmosphere grew suddenly close and haavy, and 
darkneps almost like night ensued. 
A few mom' nts 
after a terrible roaring noise was heard, and t e 
next instant a terrible black and angry funnel­ 
shaped «loud was s.’en coming from the southwest 
with almost ¡izhtnicg t-peed. The large part of the 
funnel was downward, and it seemed to be whirling 
iu a rotary motion, and bounded along close to the 
earth like a rubbir ball. When the funnel reached 
the southwestern limits of the town It seemed to 
roll along within a few feet of the surface, and the 
houses were raised clear off their f un-ations, 
'smashed to atoms and the pieces burled in every 
direction. 
Trees 
were 
uprooted 
and twisted 
off 
clo9c 
to tho 
ground, and animals and 
persons 
picked 
up 
and 
carried 
for 
yards 
through the air and then dropped, bruised i nd 
bleeding, to the ground. The track of the cyclone 
was about 450 ^ arda wide, and extended from tno 
southwestern to the northeastern limits of tho town, 
totally destroying over twenty of the principal bu-i- 
nes8 houses a::d dwellings. Two large busint.-s 
blocks of tw>8tory brick buildings in ti c northern 
part of tow n were torn completely to at «ms and the 
debris scattered in every direction 
Frame dwell­ 
ings were drawn into the seething vortex and 
crushed 1 ke egg shells, and heavy timbers were car­ 
ried ior hun .rtds of varus 
The number of per­ 
sons killed outright, as far as can be learned at this 
time, is seven, and at least thirty five more ba* y 
injure^, several fatally. 
With one exception, the 
pi rsor.s killed were all inside of buildings, and were 
buried and bruised by thi falling walls. Tho-e 
upon the streets were terribly bruised ar.d shaken 
up, but they seem t > have fared much better than 
those within the buildings. 
THE VICTIMS. 
Following is a list of the killed : Claus Meyers, a 
m erchant; Arthur, a commercial drummer; \Yi - 
liara?, a clerk; S. S. Cruga?, a farmer ; I. Payne, a 
preacher ; Janies Miller ; Con. White, City Marsha1. 
The last named was upon the street, and was drawn 
up into the air, carried a long distance and dropped 
a lifeless ard almost shapeless mass. 
At this titre it is entirely impossible to obtain a 
1st of the injured, or any further details of the 
terrible affair. The depot and telegraph office were 
destroyed, and all telegraphic communication, ex­ 
cept upon one short railroad wire, is cut off. 
it is understood that surgical aid has been sum­ 
moned from all the adjacent points, and the Mis­ 
souri Pacific Railway furnished special trains to 
transport assistance and supplies to the sufferers. 
The financial lose will aggregate many thousands 
of dollars. 
ESCAPED WITH 8LIGHT DAMAGE. 
Rexicr (Ho ), April 19th.— A severe storm passed 
over here at six last night, blew iff two or three 
roofs, turned around a building or two, and tore 
down fences, trees, etc , in great numbers. 
It seems 
to have been part of the storm which struck 
Brownsville. 
The Chinese B ill in Ihe Senate. 
Washington, April 19th.—‘The House Chinese bill 
was report* d back to the Senate this afternoon by 
General Miller, with the amendments proposed by 
the Foreigu Relations Committee, and was ordered 
to be printed and placed on the calendar. Senator 
Miller, in reporting, gave notice, very significantly, 
that the amendments were not unanimous, but that 
on the contrary each member of the committee re­ 
served the right either to oppose or support any of 
the reported amendments. This remark was in 
tended to foreshadow the intention of Miller and all 
the Democratic tncmhers of the committee to 
resist the adoption of the amendments which pro­ 
vide far striking out the 14th and 15th sec­ 
tions, known as the Farley and Grover provisions 
of the vetoed bill, and as stated in these dispatches 
yesterday there is no doubt but both sections w 11 
finally bs retained in the bill. Miller also gave 
no ice to-day that h* will endeavor to call up the bill 
for action at 2 o'clock to morrow afternoon. It is 
not considered probable that the Senate will consent 
to lav a°ide the unfinished business, namely, the 
Mississippi river bill, in order to take up the 
Chinese bill to morrow, but Miller's notice mean­ 
while serves as a sort of pre emption claim upon 
the time and attention of the Senate, to be enforced 
as Foon as the pending measure shall have been dis­ 
posed of. 
The Utah Contested Election Case. 


W a s h i n g t o n , April 19th.—In tho House of Repre­ 
sentatives to day a vote was taken on the resol it:on 
of the minority of the Elections Committee declaring 
Cannon elected to a seat as Delegate from Utah. 
The report was rejected by ayes 79, noes 1*23. This 
was a party vote, with the exception of Belzhover, 
Colquli t, Cobb, Cassidy, Hollinan, Mo*jgr0ve, Murch, 
Rice of Missouri, Matson and Turner of Kentucky, 
who voted in tho negative with tho Republicans, 
and Campbell of Pennsylvania in the affirmative 
with the Democrats. ri he majority resolution, de 
daring that neither Cannon nor Campbell was enti­ 
tled to a seat, was then adopted without division. 
The Ford-Jnmrs Matter. 
St. Louis, April 19th.—Robert Ford, the elaytr of 
Jesse James, was taken to Richmond, Ray county, 
this morning, to await the action of the authorities 
on tho charge of killing Wood Hifc, one of the out­ 
law gang. The Ford boys assert that the Governor 
nrnraieel them immunity of all past crimes, bu tt» a 
Post Dispatch reporter Cri tenden indignantly de­ 
nies this. 
He would not say, however, that he 
might rot pardon them. The Governor says he be­ 
lieves Frank James is dead. 
Hurdrj-oaft Tramp Bltfdlrd W ith R u ’Iri.s, 
Sr. J oseph, April 19th.—Intelligence is received 
here of a terrible affair at Barnard, thirty miles • !ia- 
tant. A tramp murdered a man named A kire last 
night in cold blood. The citizens turned out and 
ran the tramp to cover, and found him shelrered se 
curely in a lot of oordwood, where he could not be 
got at. Thev finally determined to blaze him out, 
and battles filhd with petroleum were placed against 
the barricade, followed by lighted cotton. The heat 
ultimately forced the tramp out, and on his appear­ 
ance he was riddled with bullets, fi teen holes being 
found on him. No papers, letters or anything lead­ 
ing to his identification wero found. It is thought 
he was insane.

General Orders No. 4.] 
Under the rules of the National Encampment of 
the Grand Army of the Republic, it trill be the duty 
of every Post in this Department, on the 30th dsy 
of May next, to participate in the decoration of the 
graves of the soldiers aud sailors who served in the 
“ War of tho Rebellion.” 
It is hereby ordered that the Commanders of 
Posts will, as soon as possible, make tho nece-sary 
arrangements for the proper observance of the day. 
As the 30th day of May has been declared a legal 
holiday in this State, there will be no interference 
with busine>s, and a'l wiil be at liberty tv* assist. 
Let us remember that it is not simply t at we strew 
flowers over the graves of individuals whose mem­ 
ory wo desire to keep green, but that it is an offer­ 
ing of love we, 09 comrades, pay to our dead, and a 
tribute from a grateful people to that self sacrificing 
patriotism which resulted in the perpetuity of our 
liberties and the integrity of our Nat on. 
Therefore, whether there are graves of Veterans 
to be decorated or not, it i*» desired that wherever in 
this Department a Post of G. A. R. is located, some 
fitting memorial service will be observed 
While these memorial exercises are under the aus­ 
pices of the Grand Army of the Republic, it is no 
less the duty of all to unite with the G. A. R. in the 
observance of the day. and all organized hodiis, mil­ 
itary and civic, are iñvi-ed to join with the G. A. R 
iu making the observance uuivcrsal. 
As the years roll by. our labors n this day become 
increased, and our roll of honor shows »dded nanus 
on each anniversary of this day of grateful offerings, 
and, as our numbers become less let eur devotion to 
the memories of the post grow st-onger, and our loy­ 
alty to our dead never grow co d.

the executors for the cost. 
Justice Kaye 
dismissed her suit. 
He said that a man 
could not dispose by will, or any other 
instrument, of his body; that the law 
recognized no property in a corpse ; and 
that the right of the executors extended 
only until it was buried. 
Further, that 
the grave had been consecrated or ble»sed 
by the officiating priest at time of burial, 
and that Miss W. had put herself out of 
Court by deceiving the Secretary of State.

Mathew may almost claim Victor Hugo as 
one of them, for he has always taken water 
with his claret and been of unusually sober 
habits. 
Once when he was dining at the 
Tuileries the Due de Nemours ordered a 
bottle of costly wine to be placed before 
him.

about thirty-five of the geese, wounding an 
indefinite number, besides knocking its 
owner senseless, ard finally concluding its 
own career of carnage by bursting into ten 
thousand and odd pieces. 
Mr. Albert did 
not pick up his game, but it seems that one 
of the ranch hands did pick him np, and 
for 6ome time little was thought of tho 
geese until it was ascertained that Mr. A. 
himself was not really seriously hurt. 
Never before in the history of quartz 
mining in this section has the quartz inter­ 
ests assumed a more promising outlook 
than at the present time.

They have however entered largely into 
business relations with the outside world 
since the completion of the transconti­ 
nental railroad, and it will not be an easy 
matter for them to cut off all their connec­ 
tions. 
Indeed it is by no means probable 
that the busin£33 Mormons would consent 
to be ruined at the command of the church, 
for however 
subservient 
the 
Mormon 


masses m ay be, the mercintile class is 
composed of a far higher order of intelli­ 


gence, who cannot bo dictated to and brow­ 
beaten. 
The enactment of the anti polyg­ 
amy bill ha3 naturally created a very 
sore feeling. 
Men who have bsen allowed 
to defy the law of the land for a genera­ 
tion with complete impunity, are not 
likely to Bubmit without protest when at 
iast they find themselves cornered. 
But 
it is for them to consider what possible 
advantage Boycotting can be to them. 
If 
they could drive out all the Gentile pop­ 
ulation cf Utah^they might, perhaps, be 
able to continue their illegal practices 
some time longer. 
But this they cannot 
hope to do, for there are enough Gentiles 
in the Territory to support themselves, and 
there can be no doubt of their ability to 
subsist, even if all the Mormon trade was 
withdrawn from them. 
On the other 
hand, it may be said that Boycotting the 
Gentiles would throw all the Mormon 
trade into the hands of their co-religionists, 
and thus strengthen instead of weakening 
the community. 
This would result to a 
certain extent ; but it is equally plain that 
the plan could not be carried out without 


in jurin g the projectors of it almost as 
much as the Gentiles. 
Persistence in such a method would of 
course have the effect of compelling the 
Mormons to fill back upon a lower plane 
of living and civilization. 
For if all inter 
course between them and the Gentiles was 
cut off, they would be entirely dependent 
on themselves for everything, and they 
would have to curtail their demands, and 
to go without a great many conveniences 
and comforts. 
It is true that they would 
probably not be worse off than they were 
fifteen years ago, but even such a retro­ 
gression would be a severe blow to them, 
and the most pertinent consideration is 
that it could not after all prevent the ap­ 
plication of the law. 
In fact, it is not pos­ 
sible for the Mormons by any such policy 
to evade their obligations. 
Their leaders 
have for many year3 been preparing their 
own humiliation by telling the people that 
they did not care anything for the power 
of the Uuited States. 
Now they are 
brought face to face with the necessity of 
submitting to that authority, and of course 
it goes against the grain. 
But Boycotting 
or no Boycotting, the w ork of the Commis­ 
sioners under the new law will have to be 
done, and the heads of the Church may as 
well realizj first as last that they do not 
possess the mean3 of either resisting or 
evading the law. 


A 
BAD 
YEAR 
FOR 
CANDIDATES. 


It is evident that this is destined to be 
an emphatically trying year for candidates, 
and especially for legislative candidates. 
There are already two organizations formed, 
for and against the Sunday law, and each 
declares that it will vote for no men who 
will not pledge themselves as it wants 
them to do. 
Again, the Sacramento valley 
farmers 
have organized 
an anti-debris 
association, and demand that candidates 
shall pledge themselves to the abolition of 
hydraulic mining. 
If now the miners' re­ 
plied with defiance for defiance, and con- 
trolment for controlment, the embarrass­ 
ment of the candidates would be complete. 
So far, however, they have not declared 
their purpose to insist upon the right to 
pour “ slickens” down into the valley with­ 
out restraint, though no doubt they have 
plenty of hot-headed members who would 
be willing to go to even that extreme. 
That they will resist the position of the 
anti-debris association, however, may be 
assumed in advance, and that they will seek 
to obtain pledges from candidates also; so 
that the unfortunate office-seekers will this 
summer have to encounter a double raking 
fire from hostile combinations, and under 
circumstances which make it almost impos­ 
sible to adopt neutral ground. 
For when 
both sides declare that whoever is not with 
them is against them, there remains no 
place for conservatives, and yet candidates 
must be conservative or give up all hope of 
election. 
The man who declares for the 
repeal of the Sunday law will be opposed 
by all the Homo Protection party. 
He 
who declares in its favor will encounter the 
fiercest opposition from the League of 
Freedom. 
How the candidates will escape 
Scylla without going to pieces on the rocks 
of ( aarybdis, isa puzzle at present, but if 
they succeed it is clear that we shall have 
an unusually able set of diplomatists in 
the field on both sides. 
Ambitious young 
men who yearn for difficulties to overcome, 
are cordially invited to try their hands at 
this little series of political conundrums.

A MYSTERIOUS DEATH. 


A young girl died near Salinas the other 
day under circumstances so mysterious 
that neither the medical men who examined 
her, nor her parents and friends, are able 
to decide whether she died a natural death 
or was murdered. 
She was found lying 
upon the floor, dead, a few minutes after 
she had been seen sitting at a window read­ 
ing, and apparently in perfect health. 
There were some slight bruises on her face 
and hands, but these coaid have been 
caused in her fall, by striking a sewing- 
machine which stood near. One significant 
fact must be mentioned. 
The girl was 13 
years old, yet weighed 182 pounds. 
The 
Coroner came to the conclusion th’i t ap­ 
oplexy was the cause of death, and the 
editor of the Salinas Index, who was fore­ 
man of the Coroner’s jury, was of the same 
opinion. 
But others believed that a mur­ 
der had been committed, and a Chinaman, 
who seems to have been milking cows when 
the death occurred, has been arrested. 
So 
far as we can form an opinion from t ie 
statements made public, it seems to us 
much more like a case of cerebral apoplexy 
than a case of murder. 
There appears to 
have been no motive for a crime, and more­ 
over the criminal 
is 
wanting, for no 
rational suspicion attaches to the China­ 
man. 
In fact the weight of the murder 
theory rests upon the alleged discovery of 
a bar of iron with some hairs on it, which 
somebody has declared resemble those of 
the deceased. 
Two local doctors favor the 
fonl play theory, but on no sufficient evi­ 
dence, so far as can be percuved. Yet it is 
possible that an expensive trial will be had 
to clear np the mystery which a competent 
physician certainly should have been able 
to settle by a post mortem examination, 
bey on i ail doubt,

He 6ays that no further reprieve can be 
granted, and that no evidence has thus far 
been received, either from England or 
America, tending in the smallest degree to 
justify interference with the execution of 
the sentence. 
The truth of that remark 
has been apparent from the first. 
T>.e 
whole of the excitement over L ’.mson has 
been without auy justification in fact. 
There was not the remotest suggestion of 
insanity about the crime he committed. 
It was a deliberate, sordid murder for 
money, perpretrated by a man who was 
notoriously impecunious, and who had pre­ 
viously committed several forgeries in order 
to raise funds. 
The labored attempts to 
prove that he was insane have resulted in 
the mo3t ridiculous affidavits, and the 
United States Government, by weakly 
yielding to the demagogue clamor for in­ 
terference, has subjected itself to humilia­ 
tion. 
The second reprieve is only until 
the 2Sth instant, and it is to be hoped that 
wnen that date is passed the murderer will 
be executed promptly.

TSE CHIKESE BILL. 


Among the amendments to the House 
Chinese bill in the Senate Committee is the 
excision of a provision to the effect that 
the word “ laborers'’ shall bo held to in­ 
clude artisans and miners. 
Senator Ed­ 
munds is reported os saying that this pro­ 
vision is redundant and unnecessary. 
We 
are sorry not to bs able to agree with so 
distinguithed a lawyer on this point, how­ 
ever. 
The word “ laborers ” may bo con­ 
strued to mean simply day-laborcrs, or un­ 
skilled workmen. 
That, indeed, is its 
mostobvions signification, and for that rea­ 
son the addition of the provision struck 
out by the Senate Committee is not only 
not a redundancy, bni is absolutely indis­ 
pensable to the effectiveness of the bill. 
Should it be passed without that clause we 
are confident that a successful effort will 
be made to evade its provisions by pretend 
ing that all the Chinsse who come here 
subsequently are 
not 
“ laborers,” but 
skilled workmen or something else which 
the law doe3 not cover. 
Senator Miller 
expresses his confidence that the Senate 
will overrule the committee, and restore 
the excised clauses. 
We sincerely hope 
so, inasmuch as a failure to do so will ren­ 
der the law practically worthless. 


THE 
REPORT 
ABOUT THE 
RODGERS 


There Eeems room for some hope that 
the report about the burning of the Arctic 
relief ship Rodgers may be incorrect, tu t 
if it proves true it will put a climax upon 


th e unluckie3t expedition that ever sailed 
northward on such a quest. 
In the ab­ 
sence of all details* it is useless to specu­ 
late upon the probabilities though 
it 
appears not a little strange that fire should 
have been the destructive agent. 
The 
practical outcome is, however, that a sec­ 
ond expedition will have to be relieved, 
and that there will be two records of dis­ 
aster instead of ons. 
The report states 
that Lieutenant Berry and his crew all 
escaped 
from 
the burning vessel and 
reached the laud in Eafcty, and that they 
are wintering among the Tchuktchis som e­ 
where in the neighborhood of East Cape. 
Further particulars will be awaited with 
anxiety. 


A C ase o f F r e e z in g .— O a Saturday- 
last Dr. Caeon received a summons to go to 
Paisley to attend a man who had his feet 
frozen. 
From him wc learn that a man 
named Brannan, who has been trapping in 
the mountains about twelve miles north of 
Paisley, froze his feet badly while going 
from town to his cabin. 
He broke through 
the ice on the way home, and the weather 
being intensely cold his moccasins frozo to 
his feet so that he could not get them off. 
He managed to get to his cabin, however. 
This occurred on the 14th of February. 
For about two weeks he kept his feet in 
snow. 
No help was within reach and he 
lay there ail alone, being compelled to do 
his own cooking and to procure wood to 
keep from freezing to death. 
The wood he 
got by crawling out on his hands and knees 
and pulling it into camp witharops around 
his shouldcra. About ten days ago a sheep- 
herder had his flock in his vicinity, and by 
yelling lustily Brannan managed to make 
himself heard. 
He was made as comfort­ 
able as possible and the man then went to 
Paisley for assistance to get him out. 
A 
horse was sent to him and he was brought 
to town and a physician sent for. Dr. 
Cason tells us that hi3 feet are badly frozen 
np to his ankles, but thinks he may not 
have to amputate them entirely. 
A ll the 
toes will be lost.—[Oregon (Lake county) 
Examiner, April Litb. 


P e r m its to La s» O pium from t iik 
C it y o f S y d n e y R e fu s e d .—The C ity of 
Sydney, which arrived a t San Francisco 
Tuesday from Australia, brought a eon- 
fiderable quantity of opium, shipped by 
Tai Yick J: Co., and consigned to Lai Hing 
Lung i Co., a firm doing business on Com­ 
mercial street. 
There were 104 boxes of 
the drug, the aggregate weight of which 
was something over two tone, and the cost 
to the shipper estimated at £3,320, or 
640,489. 
The Custom house duties on this 
quantity, at 56 per pound, amounted to 
over $25,000. 
The brokers came up pre­ 
pared to givo bonds for the full amount of 
the duti s, and asking the usual permit. 
But they were met, to their great surprise, 
by the statement that no permit would be 
granted to land the opium. 
Entry was 
positively refused, for the reason indorsed 
on the invoice by Deputy Collector Kel­ 
logg, that by a telegram from the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury, received on the 15th, 
the Collector was so instructed. 
The 
brokers were further given to understand 
that according to the order of the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury the opium so imported 
was certainly liable to seizure, and that 
opium now in the bonded warehouse here 
would not be delivered. 
This action, it is 
understood, was based upon the second ar­ 
ticle of the late treaty with China.

First—That we will not knowingly, directly or indi­ 
rect v, employ Chinese. Second— That w j will not 
kn -witgiy patronise any person employing Chinese. 
Third—That we wM not knowingly purchase any 
foods, tither directly or indirectly, manufactured 
in America by Chinese labor. Fourth—ana we fur­ 
ther pledge ourselves to aid, sustain, protect and 
dufend by every available means our co-work, rs 
h-rein, and that we will use all lawful means to 
remove the Cainese from our shores now and for• 
ever.

Near the body was found 
a broken ax handle, covered with the blood and hair 
of the deceased. Three tramps found at an Indian 
camp near by were arrested on suspicion and locked 
up. No inquest has been held up to this hour. 
Spencer was sixty-four years old, came to this S'ate 
from Connecticut in 134!), has lived in this vicinity 
twenty-five years, and was much respected by all 
who knew him.

SPATE 
BOARD 
OF 
EQUALIZATION. 


The State Board of Equalization m et yes­ 
terday. 
Present & full Board. 
The Assessor of Alameda county desired to 
assess a mortgage made to the R egents; he 
asked if he should assess the mortgage and 
allow the owner of the property a deduction 
th erifo r; or if (it being conceded th at the 
mortgage is the property of the State, and 
comes within the exception of Article 1 of 
the Constitution, th at exempts State propeity 
fm m taxation, and cannot, therefore, be 
mse ned), shall he still allow the owner of 
tha property the deduction of the value of 
the mortgage, or shall the whole property be 
assessed to the owner. 
T he Board held th at the mortgage does not 
c in e within the exception of the Constitu­ 
tion, and therefore should be assessed. 
This 
ruling is equivalent to an order to Assessors to 
assess mortgages made for money loaned by 
the Regents of the State University. 
The 
reasons for this ruling were stated by mem­ 
bers to be— 
_ 
1. T hat to not assess would deprive the 
county or city in which the loan was made of 
its taxable property. 
. 
2. The Univ. rsity loaning money cones in 
competition with other lenders of money, and 
she should not be favored as against any indi­ 
viduals. 
By the ruling the Regents will re- 
c.ive no more interest than others cm get. 
I t is here to be noted th at the Attorney- 
GcDeral has given an opinion th at the mort­ 
gages made to the Regents are State prop­ 
erty, and are therefore under the Constitution 
exempt from taxation. 
_ 
The Board agreed th at the mortgagor is 
entitled to his deduction in any ev en t; but 
as to whether the State should pay taxes on 
the mortgages, it was urged th at the Regenta 
have no right to loan upon mortgages, and 
therefore, their act being in excess of author­ 
ity, the result is th at it must bear its burden 
of taxation. 
The law says the Regents shall 
invest the principal of the sum given them 
in bonds ; but they had interest accumulate 
on their hands, and this interest they have 
1 aned out on mortgages. 
How much this is 
is not known now, but §103,000 have been 
heard of in two counties. 
One of the Board of Equalization, Sir. 
Johnston, who, wi h Mr. King, did not agree 
w ith the majority, asked, “ If the Regents 
kept the interest im n^y in a vault, wou'd it 
be taxable?" 
The 
answer 
was 
“ N o.” 
“ Then,” he replied, " i t is no more taxable 
when invested as the Regents have done, that 
it may be earning something.” 
The testimony of officers of the Califcrnia 
Northern Railroad was tak»n as to value? of 
that road: Rolling stock, $6 360 ; franchise, 
§53; roadway, §1,590; roadbed, §13 250; 
rails, S46 375 
The San Francisco and N orth 
Pacific Railroad was next taken up and tes­ 
timony t ken as to values, showing rolling 
stock, 310S,5G0; franchise, §25; roadway, 
337,000 : roadbed, §95,737 50 ; rails, §310,245; 
total, §551,567.

The greatest evil th at menaces the homes of 
the nation is intemperence. 
Women should 
I old themselves responsible for it because 
they c m and should atop it. 
She told 
an affecting story from real life illustrative of 
ihe influence of the m oderate drinker upon 
the youths of the lar.d. 
She could ro t ex­ 
cuse or except beer-drinking, and held total 
ab.-tinence to be the only true rule. 
She de­ 
fended the O lder of Good Templars as a se­ 
cret society, and pointed out the necessity < f 
having one door barred so th at liquor’i influ­ 
ence cannot pass it. 
She urged the men to 
be courageous, and d*re to do right in tie 
prefent conflict. 
She believed the day to be 
not far distant whan saloons will be clo.-ed 
not on Sunday alone, but on all days. 
Colonel Long was then introduced, and 
thanked God th a t no saloon influence could 
touch him. 
H e believed th at so long as he­ 
roism has an admirer, so long will the fight 
aeainst the liquor traffic be continued. 
Ho had no personal feelirg against any 
saloon keeper in 
particular—he 
battled 
against them all. 
H is remedy for intem per­ 
ance as promoted by saloons was to apply the 
law, and under it hold every man responsible 
for the acts of the meu who commit crime 
when moved by inebriety. 
The people have 
the right to make laws to prohibit any busi­ 
ness detrim ental to the interests of the peo­ 
ple. 
Intem perance hail increased, but the 
temperance cause had made greater advances 
in the last twelve months than in 02 years 
before. 
Eventually the whole question will 
be Rettled at the ballot-box. W hen the liquor 
interest feels the force of the law, drunken­ 
ness will decrease. 
I t will be a hard contest, 
but the right m ust prevail in the end. 
He

RAIN. 


A t an early hour yesterday morning sev­ 
eral light showers of rain fell in this vicinity.

the Signal Service showed th at .05 of an inch 
of rain had fallen.

same date.

inches 
less 
than the 
latter season. 
The average rainfall for the 
past five years is 18 73 inches, th at is up 
to and including A pril 19th of each season; 
which ¡B 2 01 inches more than our present 
season show* to date. 
There was no appre­ 
ciable rainfall in April, 1878, after the 19;b, 
and none in April, 1879, after the 20th ; whiie 
in April, 18S0, the last rain for the month fell 
on the 22d. 
In April, 1881, the last rainfall, 
appreciable to tho gangs, occurred on the 
17th. 
This storm, it is thought, has been in 
the neighborhood of Olympia for the last 
week, for it lias been raining at that point 
nearly th at length of time, w ith threatening 
weather as far south as R jseburg, and yesti r- 
day it also became threatening at Red Bluff, 
with a light rain yeetorday morning. 
The 
amount which had fallen there up to noon 
was only .01 gf an inch.

Nevada C ity—A rain-storm of unusual se­ 
verity for this time of year prevailed here to ­ 
day.

E arly this morning a mild rain 
set in, w ith stroi g wind from the southwest.
